the eyes, tend to occur more 
frequently because of the possi- 
bility of repeated exposure to 
offending substances. Your doc- 
tor can make the distinction. 


There is a tendency for many 


people to ovcrmeclicate them- 
selves w i t h over-the-counter 
drugs that are "buck shots" 
filled with de-congestants, anti- 
h i s tamines, 
and 
antibiotics. 


These should not be taken with- 
out the specific instructions of 
your doctor.
